With the White House Conference on 
Aging only a few months away, every 
organization involved in it will be intensi- 
fying preparations for it as well as looking 
ahead to the period following it when 
plans and proposals will become actual 
programs. 

Libraries are very much involved in 
both the processes of planning and of 
follow-up, and in two ways: directly 
through participation and _ indirectly 
through providing materials for others 
who are interested not only in the Con- 
ference but also in the whole subject of 
aging upon which is being focused the 
bright light of White House attention. 

In preparing this list, the compilers 
tried to think of a wide range of useful- 
ness. They kept in mind the fact that it 
would be used by many kinds of libraries, 
serving a variety of communities. They 
noted too that this is a comparatively new 
field, a field in which new writings may 
be expected to appear at a fairly rapid 
rate. Several out-of-print books are in- 
cluded because of their continued useful- 
ness for libraries fortunate enough to have 
copies. 

Along with this list, a few general sug- 
gestions should be made. Whatever the 
location of the library, it should be borne 
in mind that good materials are appearing 
on the local and state levels, and efforts 
should be made to include these in the 
collection. Also, certain agencies are ex- 
cellent sources of information; among 
these are state commissions on aging;

Fairchild’s Dictionary of Textiles, edited 
by Stephen S. Marks. New York, Fair- 
child Publications, Inc. [1959. 627]p. 
24cm. buckram $25; to schools and li- 
braries, 25 per cent discount. 

Fairchild Publications, Inc. is an organ- 
ization whose main concern is with mate- 
rials of the textile and clothing industry 
and trade. 'The editor of this dictionary is 
currently editor of their Daily News Rec- 
ord, a trade paper. In his introduction he 
acknowledges help from a number of spe- 
cialists outside his organization, but makes 
it clear that the work as a whole is a prod- 
uct of the Fairchild staff. Fairchild has 
previously published three editions of 
Louis Harmuth’s Dictionary of Textiles, 
the last appearing in 1924. Because of the 
vast changes in the field since then, this 
book, although derivative of Harmuth, 
may be considered an entirely new work. 

Terms used in the textile industry and 
trade not only grow in number but change 
in meaning at an exceptionally rapid rate. 
This is due to fluctuations in fashion, to 
technological advances affecting fibers and 
finishes, and to constantly changing gov- 
ernment regulations regarding labeling. 
This dictionary attempts to bring together 
and define the current meanings of terms 


in the field and to include older and obso- 
lete terms which will have historical value. 

According to the publisher’s statement 
on the book jacket the main object of the 
book is “to provide a reference book for 
people in all branches of the textile indus- 
try and in the trades which use textiles or 
those which manufacture products or ma- 
chinery for textiles. This includes those at 
research or development levels, manufac- 
turing and merchandising.” 

The publisher states that the dictionary 
includes 12,000 terms. In order to make it 
what the editor terms a “true textile dic- 
tionary,” definitions of garments, sewing, 
needlework, and embroidery are omitted. 
Lace, however, is included. Color terms 
when not related to the basic fabric have 
been omitted. Fibers and fabrics are pro- 
duced in all parts of the world, and this is 
reflected in the high percentage of foreign 
words and phrases included. To avoid con- 
fusion and make positive identification 
feasible, botanical names in Latin have 
been provided for natural fibers whenever 
possible. Biographical material appears 
only as an occasional sentence under such 
entries as Jacquard. 

Definitions and explanations are for the 
most part short, ranging from single lines 
for a few to more than a column under 
such topics as lace and nylon. A number 
of these are derived or quoted from such 
official or semiofficial sources as the U.S. 
Wool Products Labeling Act, The Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials, and The 
Textile Institute, Manchester, England. 
Spot checks with other textiles diction- 
aries and with textbooks and histories on 
the subject indicate an apparent high de- 
gree of accuracy. Derivations are given in 
some cases but not consistently. Pronun- 
ciation is not shown. Presentation is clear 
and concise in a style easily understood 
by persons concerned with the subject 
though not necessarily expert.

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Entries are arranged alphabetically, usu- 
ally word by word. For convenience, how- 
ever, when many terms begin with a single 
word such as fil, punto, or toile, the order 
under the word is alphabetical by the sec- 
ond key word regardless of intervening 
conjunctions or prepositions. 

There is some evidence of careless al- 
phabetizing, but the misplaced entries 
seem to be easily found due to propinquity 
and the distinctive type used for head- 
ings. Cross references are used liberally 
throughout. These take the form of both 
ordinary see references and those indicat- 
ing further or related information. 

The book is set in legible type, two col- 
umns to a page. Headings for the entries, 
in boldface capitals, are easily located and 
read. Margins are adequate and the black 
buckram binding is sturdy and attractive- 
ly stamped in gold. 

The book with which this volume will 
inevitably be compared is George Linton’s 
Modern Textile Dictionary (New York: 
Duell, Sloan and Pearce; Boston: Little, 
Brown and Co., 1954) reviewed in Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, July 1955. Both 
publications claim the same number of 
entries, 12,000; entries in Linton are long- 
er. Since Linton includes material on fash- 
ion, sewing, labor, and a little biography, 
all of which are excluded from Fairchild’s, 
it is not surprising that the latter includes 
more terms in the areas it does cover. A 
check of the entries under Ma, for in- 
stance, showed some 300 in Fairchild’s 
compared to Linton’s 158. Of the 46 in 
Linton but not in Fairchild’s, only 19 fall 
within the limits set by the latter’s editor. 
One great advantage that Linton has over 
Fairchild’s is the inclusion of a consider- 
able amount of illustrative material. Fair- 
child’s unfortunately has none. The two 
books supplement one another. 

The issues of Fall 1958 and Winter 1958- 
1959 of American Fabrics contain an illus- 
trated two-part article “preprinted” from 
the forthcoming American Fabrics Ency- 
clopedia of Textiles called “How Certain 
Fabrics Got Their Names.” Although this 
sampling is too small to be conclusive, it 
is of interest that of the 112 terms it lists, 


only four are not in Fairchild’s. 

The usefulness of Fairchild’s for the 
general reader will be somewhat restricted 
by its total lack of illustration. However, 
since its material, although intended 
mainly for the specialist, is conveniently 
presented in a manner intelligible to the 
layman and since much of its authoritative 
content cannot be readily found elsewhere 
Fairchild’s Dictionary of Textiles is rec- 
ommended for all libraries whose readers 
might need special material on the subject.
